Conference on Weights

ASHINGTON, May 25. 
State rights must be 
continued and maintained in 
the regulation of weights 
and measures and sealers and 
inspectors must be allowed to 
either approve or reject man- 
ufactured devices for 
uring gasoline, oil and greases 
sold at filling _ stations, 
whether or not the manufac- 
turer has obtained the ap- 
proval of his product by a 
central body. 

Such was the trend today of the 
discussions before the annual con- 
ference on weights and 
held under auspices of the United 
States Bureau of Standards. 

John J. Cummings, inspector of 
standards of Massachusetts, de- 
clared that thus far devites ap- 
proved in his state include sixteen 
gasoline pumps, one _ gasoline 
meter, various types and sizes of 
liquid containers, while four types 
of liquid measures and one gaso- 
line pump has been disapproved. 

He explained in detail the opera- | 
tion of the law in Massachusetts, | 
explaining that after_two years of| 
administration of the law in that} 
state it has proved sufficiently flexi- | 
ble to permit general enforcement.
